To  flie  Honorable  Fresident  and  Members  of  the 

Board  of  Public  Charities  of  Pennsylvania. 

Gentlemen  : — Ou  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before 
you  a  statement  of  its  affairs  for  the  year  ending  on  the  1st  of 
October,  188r>. 

The  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Dixmont. 

At  the  date  of  my  last  Annual  Report,  there  were  in  the  Hospital 
five  hundred  and  sixteen  patients;  during  the  year  just  closed  there 
have  been  admitted  tAvo  hundred  and  three  patients,  of  whom  ninety- 
five  were  males  and  one  hundred  and  eight  females :  making  the 
total  number  under  treatment,  seven  hundred  and  nineteen.  Of  this 
number,  sixty-six  were  discharged  as  restored ;  forty-seven  as  improved ; 
ten  as  unimproved  ;  and  fifty-nine  died  ;  leaving  in  the  care  of  the 
Department,  September  8()th,  1885,  five  hundred  and  thirty-seven 
patients.  The  highest  number  in  the  house  at  any  one  period  was 
five  hundred  and  thirty-eight ;  the  lowest  number  five  hundred  and 
six ;  while  the  daily  average  was  five  hundred  and  twenty -two. 

From  these  figures  it  is  readily  seen,  our  halls  were  in  a  crowded 
condition,  far  beyond  the  capacity  originally  designed  for  them  ;  but 
I  am  happy  to  state,  that  owing  largely  no  doubt  to  the  excellent 
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sanitary  provisions  of  the  buildings,  the  salubrity  of  the  site,  and  the 
attention  bestowed  upon  their  every  want,  our  patients  enjoyed  a 
remarkable  degree  of  good  health,  and  were  spared  the  many  evils 
incident  to  overcrowded  institutions  of  this  character. 

From  the  statistics  of  the  Superintendent,  annexed  to  this  report, 
as  you  will  observe,  sixty-six  patients  were  discharged  during  the 
year  as  restored.  To  return  so  large  a  number  of  this  afflicted  class 
to  their  homes,  in  the  enjoyment  of  reason  and  regained  bodily  health, 
is  a  meritorious  fact,  creditable  to  the  zeal  and  scientific  methods 
devoted  to  this  end  by  the  Medical  Superintendent  and  his  three 
Medical  Assistants,  who  have  charge  of  this  department. 

I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  herewith  annexed,  for 
a  clear  and  concise  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
Institution  duriug  the  fiscal  year  ;  as  well  as  the  accompanying  Report 
of  the  Finance  Committee  upon  its  verification.  These  facts  and 
figures  are  itemized  in  the  monthly  statements  made  by  law  to  the 
Auditor  General.  To  rej^eat  them  in  this  Report  would  be  unneces- 
sary amplification.  The  audit  of  the  Finance  Committee  on  all 
investments  of  the  Institution  in  the  possession  of  the  Treasurer,  are 
particularized,  and  found  correct  and  satisfactory. 

I  also  call  your  attention  to  the  annexed  Report  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  They  make  personal  visits  to  the  Hospital  upon  every 
Tuesday  ;  and  the  first  Tuesday  of  the  month  examine  the  bills  and 
wages  accounts,  and  draw  warrants  upon  the  Treasurer  for  their  pay- 
ment. Under  their  supervision  all  improvements,  betterments,  and 
repairs  are  made.  The  greater  part  of  those  contemplated  in  my 
last  Annual  Report  have  been  completed.  The  most  important  of 
these,  and  involving  in  their  construction  the  largest  outlay  of  money, 
time,  and  labor  are  the  Fire  Escapes.  These,  when  completed,  will 
provide  ample  facilities  for  the  removal  of  our  patients  in  times  of 
emergency.  Their  construction  will  likewise  be  safe  and  ornamental ; 
affording  pleasant  resting  places  for  invalid  patients  who  are  unable 
to  enjoy  out-door  exercise.  A  no  less  important  improvement  is  now 
in  complete  and  thorough  working  order.  This  is  the  new  and  en- 
larged water-mains  from  the  pump-house  at  the  river,  to  the  reservoirs 
on  the  hill.  The  improvement  was  much  needed,  as  the  old  pipes 
were  in  a  sad  condition.  The  excellent  perennial  spring  nearer  the 
summit,  which  affords  an  ample  supply  of  the  purest  water  for  all 
the  buildings  for  drinking  and  culinary  purposes,  has  been  enclosed 
by  a  neat  and  substantial  spring-house,  built  of  cut  stone,  with  a 


metallic  roof.  It  is  intended  to  be  a  memorial  of  the  late  John 
HoLMKS.  In  this  impi'ovement  a  greater  security  is  added  for  the 
health  of  our  patients,  and,  indeed,  the  whole  household,  as  it  affords 
a  protection  irom  all  impurities  to  which  the  spring  has  heretofore  been 
exposed.  Whilst  the  members  of  the  Committee  have  not  been  negli- 
gent of  the  duties  of  inspection  throughout  the  farm  and  the  various 
buildings  on  the  premises,  it  would  be  doing  them  injustice  to  over- 
look their  conscientious  visitations  to  the  j)atients,  thus  keeping  alive 
the  spirit  of  vigilance  among  the  officers  and  attendants  in  the 
Institution.  The  officers  have  their  entire  confidence  and  approbation, 
and  I  am  pleased  to  add,  they  deserve  it. 

The  needful  work  on  the  farm  to  keep  the  land  productive,  and 
the  premises  in  good  condition,  has  been  performed  by  our  excellent 
and  intelligent  farmer,  Mr.  Knoderer.  Nothing  has  been  suffered  to 
deteriorate  for  want  of  attention. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  some  experts,  that  the  farm  is  on  the  line  of 
natural  gas.  The  Executive  Committee  asked  authority  from  the 
Board  of  Managers,  at  a  recent  meeting,  to  bore  a  well  to  test  the 
question.  Should  it  prove  a  success,  it  will  be  a  great  saving  to  the 
Institution. 

The  estimated  weekly  cost  of  patients  in  Dixmont  is  $4y^i5'^  p&r 
capita^  which  is  a  reduction  of  twenty-four  cents  each  upon  the  Re- 
port of  1884. 

The  General  Hospital  in  the  City. 

I  refer  you  to  the  Report  of  Mr.  William  McCi-eery,  Chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  that  of  Mr,  Thomas  Chess,  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Department,  to  which  is  devoted  the  care  of  the  sick, 
helpless  and  infirm.  These  will  be  found  appended.  You  will  per- 
ceive from  the  statistics  furnished  in  these  and  the  medical  reports, 
that  this  Hospital  has  been  doing  a  charitable  work,  beyond  both  its 
building  capacity  and  its  financial  resources.  The  numbers  crowded 
into  it  for  medical  and  surgical  aid,  care,  and  subsistence,  are  far  in 
advance  of  its  means  to  exist,  without  the  embarrassment  of  a  heavy 
burthen  of  debt.  In  fact,  it  nnist  depend  in  the  future  upon 
the  liberal  assistance  of  the  State  in  order  to  live.  A  helping  hand 
has  never  been  extended  to  it  by  either  the  City  of  Pittsburgh,  or 
that  of  Allegheny,  or  the  County  of  Allegheny,  in  their  corporate 
capacity  ;  though  to  the  benevolent  disposition  of  private  citizens  of 
these,  the  Institution  is  indebted  largely.     It  was  founded  by  their 
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private  benefactions,  in  property  and  money,  to  a  munificent  sum, 
before  the  removal  of  the  Insane  to  the  rural  locality  at  Dixmont, 
which  was  adapted  to  the  condition  of  their  mental  ailment.  When 
the  Rebellion  broke  out  the  Insane  occupied  the  City  Hospital,  and 
their  transfer  to  Dixmont,  by  a  section  in  the  charter,  left  the  wards 
nearly  empty.  Located  on  Twenty-eighth  street,  in  the  heart  of 
Pittsburgh  ;  owning  and  surrounded  by  twenty-four  acres  of  land, 
immediately  accessible  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  ;  the  old  Hospital 
was  generously  offered  to  the  National  Government,  in  its  exigency, 
for  sick  and  wounded  soldiers.  It  was  accei)ted  with  gi-atitude ;  and 
soon  filled  with  Pennsylvania  volunteers,  and  placed  under  the  super- 
vision of  Government  officers.  It  remained  in  the  possession  of  the 
United  States  'till  the  war  was  over ;  when  it  -\vas  returned  to  the 
Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  with  the  Nation's  thanks.  That 
was  sufficient :  the  Institution  never  asked  for  more.  The  remaining 
volunteers,  suffering  from  wounds  and  sickness,  continued  in  the 
building  and  were  cared  for  out  of  the  earnings  of  a  Fund  derived 
from  a  successful  patriotic  Fair,  held  in  Allegheny.  This  organiza- 
tion, known  as  "  The  Pittsburgh  Sanitary  Soldiers'  Home,"  was  com- 
posed of  citizens  of  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny  ;  who,  to  preserve  the 
remainder  of  the  Fund,  which  amounted  to  about  $200,000,  and 
make  it  useful  in  the  future,  transferred  it  to  the  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital,  upon  certain  conditions,  which  were  comj)lied  with. 
The  arrangement  was  mutually  acceptable.  The  fifteen  Managers  of 
of  the  "  Home  "  were  created  Life  Managers  of  the  Hospital ;  and 
an  Executive  Committee  was  a})pointed  from  these  and  the  General 
Board,  to  take  charge  of  the  City  General  Hospital  ;  with  the  under- 
standing that  it  must  be  subject  to,  and  in  conformity  with  the 
Charter  and  By-Laws  of  the  Institution.  It  was  explicitly  under- 
stood at  the  time,  "that  discharged  soldiers  of  the  armies  of  Western 
Pennsylvania,  neediiKj  hospital  care,  shall  be  received,  and  enjoy  all 
the  benefits  of  the  Hospital,  witlicnit  charge."  This  has  been  done 
since  the  bargain  was  consummated  ;  and  all  needing  "  hospital  care'* 
will  continue  to  be  received,  so  long  as  the  Hospital  has  the  ability, 
without  charge.  But  soldiers  have  been  sent  to  it,  or  come  to  it,  as  to 
a  Home ;  and  not  as  to  a  Hospital,  subject  to  Hos]iital  regulations. 
Its  wards  have  been  filled  with  old  and  indigent  soldiers,  for  whom 
the  State  or  the  Nation  ought  to  supply  a  Home,  with  the  necessary 
attendants  and  organization,  to  keep  and  care  for  these  helpless  per- 
sons in  their  declining  years.  No  soldier  of  Pennsylvania,  who 
volunteered  to  save  his  country  in  its  great  extremity,  should  ever  be 
compelled  to  end  his  days  in  the  Poor  House. 
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As  I  am  infbrmerl,  forty-five  per  cent,  of  the  j)atients  in  this  De- 
partment are  non-residents  of  Allegheny  County.  Persons  receiving 
accidental  injury  are  continually  brought  to  its  doors,  and  never  de- 
clined the  relief  it  affords.  Its  wards  are  full  ;  and  its  supply  of 
officers  and  attendants  taxed  to  the  uttermost  to  perform  their 
laborious  duties.  The  staff  of  surgeons  and  physicians  engaged  in 
this  work  ai*e  eminent  in  their  profession,  and  without  pay,  save  that 
compensation  which  conscientious  men  are  satisfied  with  when  they 
have  added  to  their  skill,  or  relieved  human  suffering. 

A  year  ago  aid  was  solicited  from  the  State  Legislature.  The 
whole  sum  asked  for  Avas  declined,  and  only  a  part  was  appropriated. 
It  was  possibly  supposed  that  the  Hospital  was  doing  a  work  of 
supererogation,  and  could  get  along  without  it.  Had  the  doors  of 
the  Institution  been  then  closed  to  accidental  injuries,  or  to  soldiers 
needing  Hospital  treatment,  its  Managers  would  have  had  to  listen 
to  very  unpleasant  clamor  from  the  press  and  the  public.  That  they 
did  too  much  with  too  little  endowment,  shows  that  they  were  guided 
by  their  feelings  rather  than  by  their  judgment. 

This  Endowment  Fund,  which,  in  round  numbers,  as  I  have  stated 
above,  amounts  to  about  $200,000,  earns  about  $12,000  per  annum. 
The  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30th,  1885, 
according  to  the  Superintendent's  figures,  was  $5(>,332.62.  It  was 
never  intended  by  its  Board  of  Managers  that  this  Hospital  was  to 
become  a  Home  for  indigent  soldiers.  Neither  was  it  intended  by  its 
founders  to  l)e  filled  by  free  patients,  beyond  its  ability  to  support 
them,  unless  by  incurring  a  debt  which  it  had  no  nieans  of  discharg- 
ing. On  the  30th  of  September,  of  this  year,  when  the  Annual 
Report  to  your  Board  closed,  the  number  of  patients  were  194,  being 
twenty-four  more  than  it  had  beds  to  accommodate.  A  debt  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars  had  accunuilated  by  the  middle  of  October.  The 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Department  called  for  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  This  meeting  was  held  and  the  startling  fact 
laid  before  it ;  and  the  Board  was  asked  to  devise  some  means  of  pay- 
ing those  persons  who  were  holding  its  obligations.  The  Solicitor 
was  then  requested  to  furnish  legal  advice  as  to  the  power  of  the 
Board  to  make  a  valid  appropriation  of  the  corpus  or  capital  of  the 
Trust  Funds  in  liquidation  of  current  expenses  ;  when  the  latter  may 
outrun  or  exceed  the  ready  money  or  resources  derived  from  the  in- 
come of  invested  trust  funds,  and  from  the  periodical  grants  made 
by  the  State?  After  a  careful  consideration,  he  answered  the  ques- 
tion in  the  negative.     He  thought  the  Courts  would  declare  that  they 
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had  no  power  to  divert  the  trust  funds  from  their  .function  as  a  source 
of  revenue  to  that  of  paying  current  expenses.  At  a  subsequent 
meeting  of  the  Board  a  Judicious  Committee  was  appointed  to  ex- 
amine into  the  facts  connected  with  this  large  debt  of  the  Surgical 
and  Medical  Department ;  and  to  rei)ort  uj)on  the  same,  with  recom- 
mendations for  action.     The  following  is  a  synopsis  of  their  report : 

Lst.  That  the  indebtedness  was  incurred  in  tlie  legitimate  piu-cha-ses  of  arti- 
cles and  goods  for  tlie  necessary  maintenance  of  the  Hospital,  such  as  provi- 
sions, groceries,  dry  goods,  medical  stores,  &c.. 

2d.  These  purchases  have  been  made  so  carefully  that  tlie  cost  of  mainten- 
ance is  shown  to  be  less  jier  patient  at  the  "  West  Penn,"  than  in  any  similar 
institutioii  in  the  Uniteil  States,  whose  data  could  be  secured  for  comparison. 

3d.  That  tlie  resources  of  the  hospital,  direct  and  indirect,  are  considerably 
less  than  one-half  of  the  necessary  expenditures,  leaving  the  remainder  to  be 
made,  if  at  all,  from  j)rivate  contributions  and  State  appropriations. 

4tli.  In  the  matter  of  aid  fiom  the  State,  from  past  experience  and  pul)lic 
sentiment,  tlie  management  has  had  a  riglit  to  expect  assistance  proportionate 
to  the  large  work  done  by  the  Hospital  ;  but  within  the  past  year  a  proper  and 
sufficient  appropriation  by  the  Legislature  from  which  the  present  debts  were 
to  be  paid  was  unexpectedly  and  unfortunatelv  withheld. 

5th.  The  Conimittee  had  taken  advice  of  the  Counsel  of  the  Institution,  and 
tiie  rights  and  duties  of  the  Managers  in  a  legal  sense  were  defined.  The  con- 
clusion arrived  at  was,  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  Hospital  to  pay  its 
debts  now  incurred  by  either  the  limited  earnings  of  its  trust  funds,  or  by  pri- 
vate contributions.  Tlie  Conimittee  recommended  that  application  be  made  to 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  company  for  a  loan  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ;  and 
give,  as  collateral  security  for  its  payment,  a  bond  and  mortgage  on  the  strip  of 
land  yet  unpaid,  which  was  conveyed  by  Deed  to  that  Company  by  the  Hospital, 
in  1875,  with  an  annual  ground  rent  thereon  of  $4,000,  covenanted  to  be  paid  to 
the  Hospital ;  and  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature,  the  Institution  should 
make  an  appeal  for  a  special  appropriation  to  [»ay  ofl'tlie  obligation  to  the  Rail- 
road Company  ;  and  thus  restore  the  income  to  tlie  Endowment  Fund,  to  which 
it  has  hitherto  been  appropriated. 

The  Board  approved  the  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee ;  and  directed  that  an  application  for  the  loan  be  made  at  once 
to  the  Railroad  Con)pany.  This  was  done ;  and  acceded  to  by  that 
Corporation  promptly.  Papers  of  a  satisfactory  character  were 
passed  between  them  ;  and  the  money,  amounting  to  $50,000,  was  paid 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital.  The  indebtedness  of  the  Department 
was  immediately  liquidated.  The  Board  of  Managers,  then,  by  reso- 
lution, recommended  the  Executive  Committee  to  "  hereafter  restrict 
its  expenditures,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  within  the  limits  of  its 
visible  revenues."  This  order  was  very  explicit  both  in  its  instruc- 
tion and  limitation. 
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During  the  fiscal  year  the  aggregate  sum  of  $3,925.35  Avas  received 
in  donations  from  individuals  for  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Hospital. 
(See  Treasurer's  Report  for  particulars.) 

A  change  was  made,  by  the  advice  of  the  Finance  Committee,  late 
in  the  year,  which  it  is  as  well  to  mention  noAV  as  a  year  hence,  when  it 
will  appear  in  the  next  Rejjort.  On  December  5th,  1885,  a  loan  was 
made  on  Bond  and  Mortgage,  to  Frank  Ardary,  of  twelve  thousand 
dollars,  on  an  improved  lot  of  ground  in  the  20th  ward,  of  Pitts- 
burgh, at  the  corner  of  Liberty  avenue  and  Rebecca  street,  contain- 
ing 4jV^  acres,  in  Winebiddle's  Plan,  recorded  in  Plan  Book,  vol. 
2,  page  262.      The  money  was  derived  May  16th,  1885,  from  the

The  good  work  is  done  annually  by  a 
faithful  Committee,  whose  Report  is  appended.

Again  it  becomes  my  painful  duty  to  record  the  demise  of  three 
Managers  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital  during  the  past  year. 

Miss  Jane  Holmes,  a  Life  Manager,  well  known  from  her  high 
character  and  philanthropic  munificence,  departed  this  life  at  the 
advanced  age  of  80  years.  She  was  a  native  of  Ireland,  born  March 
the  7th,  1805,  and  died  in  this  city  May  3d,  1885.  She  donated  lib- 
erally from  her  estate  whilst  living,  and  by  her  Will  left  large  bequests 
to  the  various  charitable  associations  within  the  two  cities,  and  to  the 
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Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  of  which  she  was  a  member ;  amount- 
ing in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  sixty  thous- 
and dollars.  Most  of  these  bequests  will  be  enhanced  from  her 
residuary  estate,  now  in  the  hands  of  her  executors.  Her  life  was 
pure  and  unostentatious. 

Joseph  Dilwoktii,  another  Life  Manager,  was  born  in  Pittsburgh, 
on  the  2oth  of  December,  1826,  and  died  on  the  26th  of  February, 
1885.  He  was  a  prominent  and  wealthy  merchant  and  iron  manu- 
facturer. During  hi.s  lifetime  he  held  many  responsible  offices  of 
trust  in  his  native  city  ;  and  was  a  trustee  and  leading  member  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  He  left  a  large  family  and  many  friends  to 
lament  his  loss.  He  tilled  the  position  of  membership  on  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Department  of  the 
Hospital,  and  his  death  left  a  void  in  the  Committee,  which,  from  his 
business  ability,  it  will  be  hard  to  replace. 

Robert  McKNi<;irr,  another  Manager  of  the  Hospital,  and  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Depart- 
ment, was  born  in  this  city  on  the  27th  of  January,  1820 ;  and  died 
on  the  25th  of  October,  1885.  He  was  a  lawyer  by  profession ;  and  a 
member  of  the  U.  S.  Congress  ;  and  one  of  the  executors  of  the  will 
of  his  mother-in-law,  the  late  Mrs.  Elizabeth  F,  Denny,  who  had 
donated  from  her  large  estate  the  eastern  half  of  the  land  upon  which 
the  ^Medical  and  Surgical  Department  of  the  Hospital  is  erected. 
He  was  one  of  the  original  contributors  to  the  Institution,  of  whom 
few  are  left.  He  became  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  late 
in  life.  His  health  was  for  a  long  period  much  impaired.  He  was 
an  honest  and  estimable  man,  and  held  in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
the  position  of  Elder.  He  led  a  blameless  life,  and  passed  from  the 
world  without  reproach.

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REPORT 

OF    THK 

PHYSICIAN  AND  SUPERINTENDENT 

OF   THE 

HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE  AT  DIXMONT, 


To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  : 

Gentlemen. — As  the  Physician  and  Superintendent 
of  this  Hospital,  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  your  Board  the  follow- 
ing detailed  account  of  the  important  interests  over  which  you  have 
placed  me  in  charge. 

From  my  report  for  1884,  you  will  observe  there  were  in  the  Hos- 
pital, September  30th,  five  hundred  and  sixteen  patients,  since  that 
time  there  have  been  admitted  two  hundred  and  three  patients,  of 
whom  ninety-five  were  males  an<l  one  hundred  and  eight  females. 

Of  the  seven  hundred  and  nineteen  patients  under  treatment, 
sixty-six  were  discharged  as  recovered,  forty-seven  as  improved,  ten 
unimproved,  and  fifty-nine  died,  leaving  in  the  Hospital  at  the  close 
of  the  year  September  30th,  1885,  five  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  of 
Avhom  two  hundred  and  ninety-two  were  males,  and  two  hundred  and 
forty-five  females. 

Of  the  two  hundred  and  twenty-three  patients  returned  to  their 
friends,  it  is  with  pleasure  I  call  your  attention  to  the  large  number 
of  sixty-six,  who  left  my  care  fully  restored  in  their  mental  vigor 
and  again  able  to  resume  their  places  in  the  world. 

Of  these  not  one  has  been  returned  to  the  Hospital,  and  a  larger 
number  similarly  discharged  in  former  years  has  only  occurred  in 
but  five  instances  in  the  history  of  the  Institution. 

It  certainly  is  gratifying  to  me  to  report  to  you  this  one  good  ac- 
complished, as  it  is  the  highest  aim  of  the  Hospital,  and  to  which  the 
greatest  care  and  devotion  on  the  part  of  all  has  been  directed,  and  I 
can  but  justly  point  with  pride  to  the  success  attending  these  efforts. 
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Fifty-nine  of  our  patients  died,  and  it  will  be  seen  by  referring  to 
the  Mortuary  Table  appended  to  this  report,  that  the  cause  of  death 
was  in  the  greater  number  of  instances  due  to  the  exhaustion  follow- 
ing the  various  chronic  diseases  therein  detailed.  Seventeen  were 
patients  admitted  during  the  year  who  weie  incurable,  broken  down 
physically  by  long  continuance  of  their  disease,  and  for  whom  noth- 
ing could  he  done  but  to  make  them  comfortable  and  prolong  their 
lives  so  far  as  was  in  our  power  to  do  so. 

Of  the  entire  number  of  insane  committed  to  the  care  of  this  Hos- 
pital during  the  year  now  closed,  the  records  of  their  individual  cases 
will  show,  in  a  very  large  proportion,  the  patient  to  have  been  in 
poor  bodily  health,  and  in  several  instances  death  soon  occurring,  as 
the  result  of  the  fatigue  and  exposure  incident  to  the  journey  to  the 
Hospital.  Of  the.se,  eight  died  whose  period  of  residence  was  but 
twelve  days,  and  two  who  were  in  a  dying  condition  at  the  time  of 
their  admission  died  in  less  than  seventy-two  hours  after. 

One  of  these  patients  suffering  from  acute  melancholia,  was  in  a 
state  of  profound  exhaustion  when  admitted,  and  the  other  patient 
who  had  typhoid  fever,  was  beyond  the  reach  of  all  human  skill 
when  brought  to  the  door. 

The  time  and  manner  of  conveying  a  patient  to  an  Hospital  for 
the  Insane  should  exerci.se  the  safest  and  best  judgment  of  those 
whose  duty  it  is  to  perform  so  great  and  responsible  a  task,  as  where 
the  transferral  is  made  at  times  often  unwisely,  death  as  often  may  be 
the  result. 

Female  patients  should  always  be  accompanied  by  some  female 
friend  or  relative,  in  whom  the  patient  has  confidence,  and  to  whom 
she  can  make  known  her  wants  or  necessities,  the  total  disregard  of 
these  proprieties  as  shown  so  frequently  in  female  patients  brought 
to  this  Institution  in  the  custody  of  men,  and  who  are  strangers  to 
the  patient,  is  often  attended  with  great  mental  excitement,  prolong- 
ing the  insanity,  and  operating  largely  against  possible  recovery. 

Until  the  jiresent  laws  controlling  the  admission  of  patients  are 
amended,  making  provision  for  the  overcoming  of  these  evils,  the 
mortality  in  the  State  Hospitals  will  be  necessarily  large,  and  the 
number  of  cures  materially  lessened. 

As  a  means  of  diversion  and  the  amusement  of  the  members  of  this 
large  household,  every  endeavor  was  put  forth  for  the  promotion  of 
their  happiness,  and  the  accomplishment  of  their  greatest  good,  and 
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I  feel  the  pleasures  thus  given  them  contributed  largely  to  the  re- 
storation of  mind  and  body  of  those  who  left  the  Institution  greatly 
benefitted  by  its  care  and  treatment,  and  served  to  lighten  the  heavy 
burdens  borne  by  those  whose  disease  renders  them  incurable,  and 
who  are  comj)elled  to  remain  under  the  protection  and  kindly  influ- 
ences afforded  them  by  this  Hospital. 

Throughout  the  year,  during  the  pleasant  w'eather,  the  patients 
were  urged  to  go  out  and  enjoy  the  beautiful  walks  so  generously 
provided  them  by  your  Board,  and  the  green-house  has  been  a  con- 
stant source  of  enjoyment  during  the  cold  season,  and  made  both  the 
invalid  and  the  well  alike  happy  by  the  flowers  it  so  abundantly 
furnished,  and  which  were  so  freely  distributed  among  them. 

Large  contributions  of  books,  inagazines,  pictorials  and  newspapers 
kept  the  wards  well  supplied  w'ith  reading  matter,  and  gave  to  the 
patients  every  opportunity  for  recreation  of  mind  and  profitable  em- 
ployment in  their  use,  while  many  of  the  long  winter  evenings  were 
passed  most  pleasantly  in  the  attendance  upon  a  series  of  concerts, 
lectures,  and  theatricals  of  a  high  order  of  merit,  and  cheerfully 
given  by  the  friends  of  the  Institution. 

Of  the  many  improvements  contemplated  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, those  most  urgent  and  important  have  been  completed, 
and  the  anxiety  occasioned  by  their  necessity,  has  in  a  great  measure 
thus  been  removed. 

These  improvements  consist  in  the  laying  of  new  water  pipe  from 
the  pump  house  at  the  river  to  the  reservoirs,  thereby  providing  the 
Hospital  a  greater  protection  from  fire,  and  giving  also  a  larger  sup- 
ply of  river  water  to  the  house  for  daily  use,  and  for  the  purposes  of 
cleanliness.  A  new  and  larger  sewer  has  been  constructed  connect- 
ing with  the  wards  at  the  eastern  portion  of  the  building  and  extend- 
ing into  the  main  sewer  leading  from  the  Hospital. 

The  fire  escapes  are  in  process  of  erection,  and  the  work  upon  them 
is  being  pushed  forward  with  all  possible  haste,  from  the  plans 
adopted  they  will  be  quite  ornamental  and  substantial,  and  when 
finished  will  afford  a  most  rapid  and  safe  means  of  exit  should  so 
terrible  a  calamity  befall  us  as  to  require  of  them  the  service  for 
which  they  are  intended. 

The  renewal  of  our  heating  apparatus,  so  long  defective,  and  so 
badly  needing  repair,  is  also. progressing  very  satisfactorily. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  varied  and  many  minor  improve- 
ments and  repairs  within  the  house,  and  those  of  the  out-buildings 
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and  grounds  liave  all  been  carefully  conducted,  and  the  general  and 
good  condition  of  the  several  departments  of  the  Institution  will 
demonstrate  the  care  and  labor  bestowed  upon  them. 

For  a  detailed  account  of  the  Receipts  and  Disbursements  of  the 
Hospital,  I  refer  you  to  the  Report  of  our  Treasurer,  and  to  the  list 
of  Expenditures  appendcvl  to  this  Report. 

Ao-ain  it  is  with  pleasure  I  acknowledge  the  many  favors  shown  our 
people,  whose  comforts  and  interests  have  been  so  generously  cared 
for  bv  their  many  friends.  I  have  no  doubt  these  expressions  of  sym- 
pathy and  anxiety  for  their  welfare  did  much  toward  alleviating  the 
distress  of  mind,  in  the  dispelling  of  their  gloom,  and  largely  in  their 
assistance  to  the  return  of  health  and  reason. 

To  Miss  Carrie  Schmertz,  Miss  Alice  Barr,  ^lessrs.  Sweitzer,  Craig 
and  Dr.  Navlor,  we  arc  indebted  for  a  concert  that  by  its  excellence, 
and  the  pleasure  given  to  all  j)resent,  will  long  be  gratefully  remem- 
bered. ^Ir.

Admission  of  Patients  to  Insane  Department. 

1.  Pieparatoiy  to  the  admission  of  a  patient,  unless  when  committed  by 
order  of  a  Court,  the  Superintendent  sliall  be  furnislied  with  tlie  certificates  of 
two  physicians,  who  have  been  in  |)ractice  five  years  or  more,  that  they  liave 
separately  seen  and  examined  tlie  individual  within  two  weeks  of  the  date  of 
admission,  and  believe  him  or  her  to  be  insane,  and  tliese  certificates  shall  be 
swoi-n  to  before  some  alderman  or  judicial  officer,  with  the  order  of  a  near  rela- 
tive or  friend  that  the  patient  may  be  received  into  the  Hospital,  with  a  state- 
ment as  required  by  law,  and  a  bond  with  satisfactory  security,  for  the  payment 
of  board  and  other  expenses  w^hile  in  the  Institution.  All  private  patients  thus 
received  shall  make  a  payment  of  thirteen  weeks'  board  in  advance,  w^hen 
brought  to  the  Hospital,  no  part  of  which  shall  be  refunded  ;  and  if  taken  away 
uncured,  and  against  tiie  advice  and  consent  of  the  physician,  in  any  succeedin"- 
quarter,  no  part  of  the  payment  shall  be  refunded. 

2.  AVhenever  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  the  order  of  Court,  the 
order  or  warrant,  or  a  copy  thereof,  or,  if  sent  by  Directors  of  Poor,  an  order 
sent  by  the  Directors  or  their  Agent,  accompanied  by  the  Certificates  of  In- 
sanity, as  required  by  law,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Hospital. 

3.  Each  patient,  before  admission,  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean,  and  be  free 
from  vermin,  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

4.  Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three  new  shirts,  a  new 
and  substantial  coat,  vest  and  pantaloons,  three  pairs  socks,  two  pairs  drawers 
two  undershirts,  a  hat  or  cap,  cravat,  collars,  handkerchiefs,  shoes,  and  one  pair 
slippers. 

5.  Each  Female  patient  shall  have  three  calico  dresses,  four  chemises,  three 
pairs  drawers,  three  pairs  hose,  three  night-gowns,  two  fiannel  skirts,  one  Bal- 
moral bkirt,  two  muslin  skirts,  six  handkerchiefs,  four  collars,  two  pairs  shoes 
one  shawl  or  cloak,  and  one  hat  or  hood. 

6.  It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be  sent  with 
those  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  tiieir  health  is  improved,  or  when  they  attend 
religious  worship,  walk  or  ride  out,  their  self-respect  may  be  preserved. 

In  all  cases  the  patient's  best  clothing  should  be  sent ;  it  will  be  carefully  pre- 
served, and  only  used  when  deemed  necessary  for  the  purpose  above  mentioned. 

\ 
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Jewelry,  and  all  siiperHuous  articles  of  dress,  knives,  &c.,  should  be  left  at  home 
as  they  are  liable  to  be  lost,  and  for  which  the  officers  or  the  Hospital  are  not 
responsible. 

All  clothing,  if  not  taken  away  at  the  time  of  the  patient's  removal,  or  within 
three  months  afterward,  will  be  disposed  of  as  the  officers  of  the  Hospital  may 
think  best,  and  no  compensation  whatever  will  be  made  therefor. 

7.  A  written  history  of  the  case  should  l>e  sent  with  the  patient,  and,  if  pos- 
sible, some  one  acquainted  with  tlie  individual  sliould  accompany  liiui  or  her 
to  the  Hospital,  and  from  wliom  minute,  Imt  often  essential,  particulars  may  be 
learned. 

8.  The  price  of  board,  including  washing,  mending,  and  attendance  for  all 
who  are  supported  at  tlie  public  charge,  is  four  dollars  per  week.  For  private 
patients,  or  those  supported  by  themselves,  or  their  friends,  the  price  varies 
from  five  to  ten  dollars,  according  to  the  trouble  and  expense  incurred,  and 
according  tit  their  ability  to  pay.  Higher  prices  are  ])aid,  l)y  especial  agree- 
ment with  the  physician,  for  extra  attention  and  accommodation. 

Payments  are  to  be  made  quarterly,  in  advance. 

[).  A  bond,  with  satisfactory  sureties,  will  be  required  for  tiie  payment  of  the 
board  and  expenses,  and  for  the  removal  of  the  patient  when  discharged,  of  all 
persons,  excepting  those  sent  at  the  expense  of  the  counties  or  townships. 

Those  who  bring  friends  should  l)e  prepared  to  give  such  a  bond,  and,  if 
strangers,  furnish  evidence  of  tlieir  responsibility. 

10.  All  bills  remaining  unpaid  one  month  after  date  of  presentation,  are 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  Hospital  for  collection. 

11.  As  the  diet  of  the  patients  is  under  the  absolute  control  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, no  nuts,  candies,  cakes  or  other  edibles  shall  be  given  to  the  patients 
by  their  friends  or  visitors,  without  his  express  permission. 

12.  Visitors  are  admitted  to  inspect  the  Institution  on  any  day  (except  Sun- 
day,) between  the  hours  of  10  A.  M.  and  12  M.,  and  between  2  and  4  p.  M. ;  but 
no  visitor  shall  be  admitted  to  the  wards  occupied  by  patients,  without  express 
permission  from  the  vSuperintendent  ;  and  especial  care  is  to  be  taken  that  no 
amount  of  visiting  is  permitted  that  shall  prove  injurious  to  the  patient.  No 
visitors  shall  be  admitted  on  the  holidays. 

Visitors  will  please  not  intrude  on  the  grounds  used  by  the  patients,  or  give 
to  or  receive  anything  from  patients. 

13.  The  Hospital  is  located  eight  miles  west  of  Pittsburgh,  on  the  Pittsburgh, 
Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway,  at  Dixmont,  and  can  easily  be  reached  by 
cars,  there  being  ten  trains  (east  and  west)  each  day,  (except  Sunday)  stopping 
at  the  Hospital  Station. 

14.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients,  and  all  communications  in 
regard  to  the  condition,  health,  bills,  etc.,  of  those  who  are  in  the  Hospital,  shall 
be  made  to  the  Superintendent.

To  the  Chairman  and  Executive  Committee. 

Gentlemen  : 

With  the  closing  of  another  year  which  has  been 
one  of  greater  usefulness  in  dispensing  its  charities  to  the  sick  and 
suffering  than  any  former  one,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  present  you  a 
statement  of  the  operations  of  the  Hospital  during  that  period. 

The  following,  with  accompanying  tables,  you  will  please  accept  as 
my  report  for  the  year  ending  September  80th,  1885.' 

At  the  date  of  the  last  report,  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  patients 
were  occupying  the  different  wards ;  twelve  hundred  and  forty-four 
were  admitted  during  the  year,  making  the  number  under  treatment 
fourteen  hundred  and  twenty-nine.  Of  this  number  one  hundred 
and  ninety-four  still  remain,  sixty -two  of  whom  are  old  soldiers. 

The  lowest  number  in  the  Hospital  during  the  year  was  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy-four  ;  the  highest  two  hundred  and  eight ;  the 
average  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight ;  an  average  of  eleven  more 
than  any  former  year. 

Of  the  patients  admitted  during  the  year,  three  hundred  and  fifty 
were  pay,  in  full  or  in  part,  and  the  average  time  that  each  of  these 
patients  remained  in  the  Hospital  was  twenty-seven  days. 

The  number  of  discharged  soldiers  under  care  during  the  year  was 
one  hundred  and  ninety-thi'ee,  and  the  average  time  that  they  re- 
mained in  the  Hospital  was  one  hundred  and  forty-five  days. 

Of  charity  patients,  there  were  under  the  care  of  the  Hospital, 
seven  hundred  and  one,  who  remained  an  average  time  of  forty-four 
days  each. 
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The  following  comparative  statement  of  the  actual  cost  of  main- 
taining  patients  has  been  computed  from  the  published  reports  of  the 
following  Hospitals,  1884  and  1885.

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REPORT  OF  STAFF. 


To  the  PresiCent  and  Board  of  Managers 

of  the   Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 

Gentlemen  : 

We  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  to  you  our 
report  of  the  work  done  at  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital  during 
the  year  ending  September  30th,  1885. 

At  the  end  of  the  preceding  Hospital  year,  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  (185)  patients  remained  under  treatment  in  the  Hospital.  From 
October  1st,  1884,  until  September  30th,  1885,  twelve  hundred  and 
forty-four  (1,244)  new  patients  were  admitted,  making  the  total  num- 
ber treated  during  the  year,  fourteen  hundred  and  twenty-nine. 
(1,429.)  Of  this  number,  eight  hundred  and  thirty-one  (831)  were 
discharged  cured  ;  two  hundred  and  thirty-six  (236)  were  discharged 
improved  ;  twenty-nine  (29)  were  discharged  unimproved;  three  (3) 
eloped  ;  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  (136)  died ;  and  one  hundred 
and  ninety-four  (194)  still  remain  under  treatment. 

The  rapid  and  constant  increase  in  the  population  of  our  city  mani- 
fests itself  to  us  by  the  vastly  increased  number  of  applications  for 
relief,  and  in  the  pitiful  need  of  so  many  of  those  who  apply  ;  while 
daily  experience  proves  to  us  the  inadequacy  of  our  resources,  and 
the  too  limited  means  at  our  disposal  to  afford  that  relief. 

So  large  a  portion  of  our  population  depends  entirely  upon  the 
labor  of  the  hands  for  subsistence — often  the  labor  of  one  individual 
supporting  a  large  family — that,  whenever  employment  becomes 
scarce  or  wages  low,  those  depending  upon  that  labor  are  necessarily 
deprived  of  all  the  luxuries  and  many  of  the  comforts  of  life,  and 
when,  in  addition  to  this  poverty,  accident  or  sickness  overtakes  these 
poor  people,  they  are  left  utterly  without  help  and  without  support, 
except  that  extended  to  them  by  the  hand  of  charity.  Entrance  to 
poor-houses  is  not  always  easily  obtained,  and,  many  very  worthy  but 
unfortunate  persons  naturally  shrink  from  a  relief  which  compels 
them  to  associate  with  and  to  practically  become  paupers,  and,  suffer 
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on  ill  silence,  rather  than  accept  the  degradation.  For  such  unfor- 
tunates, ample  hospital  accommodations  become  an  absolute  necessity, 
and  they  gladly  avail  themselves  of  such  shelter  and  relief. 

The  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital  has  always  faithfully  tried  to 
do  its  very  best,  with  the  limited  means  at  its  disposal,  to  give  relief 
and  assistance  to  all  whose  necessities  and  sufferings  brought  them  to 
its  doors,  and  that  too  without  question  as  to  race,  nationality,  creed, 
or  previous  condition. 

The  need  for  more  room  and  for  greater  facilities  for  affording  as- 
sistance to  the  suffering  poor,  is  nowhere  more  apparent  than  in  the 
Children's  wards  ;  and,  although  your  Hospital  labors  to  its  utmost 
capacity,  and  utilizes  every  inch  of  space  at  its  disposal  in  the  effort 
to  relieve  these  helpless  little  sufferers,  want  of  means  and  of  accom- 
modations limit  those  efforts  sadly,  and  we  are  painfully  aware  that 
many  cases,  urgently  requiring  assistance  and  shelter,  still  go  unre- 
lieved. The  sufferings  of  helpless  and  friendless  childhood  appeal 
very  powerfully  to  the  purest  and  holiest  sentiment  of  the  human 
heart,  and,  it  is  most  earnestly  hoped,  that  sufficient  means  will  soon 
be  obtained,  by  which  you  will  be  enabled  to  so  enlarge  this  depart- 
ment as  to  meet  the  urgent  demand  for  a  completely  equipped 
Children's  Hospital,  with  admission  free  as  air  to  every  indigent 
and  suffering  child  in  our  community. 

As  an  additional  means  of  affording  relief  to  a  large  class  of  worthy 
poor  people,  whose  maladies  are  not  of  such  a  character  as  absolutely 
to  require  a  residence  in  the  Hospital  for  their  treatment,  we  respect- 
fully recommend  the  establishment  of  a  department  of  Out-door  relief. 
Such  an  Out-patient  department  can  very  easily  be  established,  and  at 
a  very  small  expense  to  the  Hospital.  The  medical  and  surgical  ser- 
vice for  it  will  cheerfully  be  given  by  your  present  visiting  staff,  and 
by  such  other  members  of  the  medical  profession  as  it  may  be  deemed 
wise  to  recommend  to  your  Board  for  appointment.  The  only  ex- 
pense incurred  will  be  in  the  trifling  outlay  for  medicines  furnished 
to  the  sick,  and  we  are  confident  that  the  amount  of  good  done  in 
this  way  will  far  outweigh  that  cost. 

Continued  experience  still  proves  to  us  the  necessity  of  skilled  and 
intelligent  nursing  in  the  care  of  the  sick,  and  we  again  respectfully 
recommend  the  establishment  of  a  training  school  for  nurses,  in  con- 
nection with  your  Hospital. 
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Our  co-laborers  in  Hospital  work,  the  Superintendent,  Matron  and 
Resident  Medical  Officers  have  placed  us  under  many  obligations, 
and  we  can  only  refer  in  terms  of  commendations  to  the  able  manner 
in  which  their  varied  and  difficult  duties  have  been  performed,  have 
been  a  very  important  factor  in  the  success  of  the  work  done  in  the 
Hospital,  and  we  desire  again  to  record  our  high  estimate  of  his  faith- 
fulness and  efficiency. 

In  concluding  this  Report,  we  desire  to  return  our  thanks  for  the 
uniform  courtesy  and  kindness  which  you  have  shown  us,  and  for  the 
confidence  which  you  have  reposed  in  us.

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Rules  for  the  Admission  of  Patients 


City  Department  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 


Article  1.  Application  for  the  admission  of  free  patients,  may  be  made 
daily  at  the  Hospital,  (Simdays  excepted,)  to  a  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee or  to  one  of  the  attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons. 

Tlie  patient,  if  able,  should  in  all  cases  apply  in  person  ;  if  unable  to  attend, 
the  application  may  be  made  by  a  friend,  and,  if  necessary,  the  patient  will 
be  visited  by  the  attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons,  who  shall  ascertain  whether 
the  applicant  be  a  fit  subject  for  admission. 

Admission  can  only  be  obtained  when  free  beds  are  vacant,  and  by  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  Physician  or  Surgeon,  countersigned  by  a  member  of  the  Committee 
and  addressed  to  the  Superintendent.  Every  applicant  shall  engage  to  comply 
with  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  free  patients.  No  person  shall  be 
admitted  to  free  beds  except  cases  of  acute  disease,  or  recent  accidents,  but  no 
cases  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  or  syphilis  can  be  received,  nor  patients 
who  have  been  inmates  of  other  hospitals  within  three  months  before  their 
application,  unless  by  the  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee,  nor  can  any 
patient  be  retained  longer  than  two  months  without  a  special  vote  of  the  Board. 

Art.  2.  All  persons  suffering  from  recent  accident  or  injury,  shall  be  re- 
ceived into  the  Hospital  without  the  usual  forms  of  application. 

Art.  3.  Application  for  the  admission  of  pay  patients  must  be  made  to  a 
member  of  the  Committee,  on  whose  certificate,  countersigned  by  the  Physician 
or  Surgeon,  they  shall  be  received  into  the  Hospital  by  the  Superintendent, 
who,  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee,  shall  take  such  securities  as  may  be 
required. 

The  price  of  board  and  medical  attendance,  in  ordinary  cases,  for  private 
rooms  and  general  wards,  shall  be  such  as  the  committee  may  detei*raine. 

Art.  4.  Pay  patients,  by  making  special  arrangements  with  the  Connnittee, 
as  well  as  tliose  sent  by  railroad  and  other  corporations,  may  be  admitted  Jis 
boarders,  and  by  conforming  to  the  general  rules  of  the  Institution,  shall  have 
all  its  benefits  and  have  the  privilege  of  selecting  their  own  Physician  or 
Surgeon  ;  provided  they  themselves  shall  compensate  said  Physician  or  Surgeon 
for  their  services. 
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Art.  5.  Overseers  and  Directors  of  the  Poor,  any  Church,  Order,  and  Ben- 
evolent Society  or  Corporation,  may  obtain  admission  for  persons  under  their 
care,  provided  that  the  cases  are  such  as  are  approved  by  the  Committee  and 
attending  Pliysicians  or  Surgeons.  In  all  such  cases  arrangements  must  be 
made  witli  the  Committee  for  the  payment  of  wliatever  rate  of  charge  for 
boarding  they  have  determined  upon,  and  give  such  security  for  the  faithful 
payment  of  tlie  same  as  this  Committee  may  require. 

Art.  fi.  Those  cases  considered  by  the  medical  officers  most  necessitous, 
urgent  and  dangerous,  and  those  which  are  most  likely  to  admit  of  being  re- 
lieved, are  to  have  the  preference  in  being  received  as  patients. 

Art.  7.     The  following  cases  are  considered  ineligible  to  the  Institution  : 

1st.     Tliose,  who,  upon  due  examination,  are  considered  incapable  of  relief. 

2d.  Those  who  have  complaints  to  the  cure  of  which  other  establishments 
have  been  appropriated. 

3d.  Those  who,  wanting  food  and  not  medicine,  are  more  properly  objects  of 
relief  from  Directors  of  Poor  and  public  charity. 

4th.  Patients  becoming  convalescent,  are  to  be  discharged  by  the  attending 
Physician  or  Surgeon  as  soon  as  possible,  that  their  places  may  be  filled  by 
some  other  afflicted  jjcrson. 

Patients  giving  a  wrong  representation  of  themselves,  their  circumstances, 
their  disorders,  or  otherwise,  to  gain  admission,  and  who,  after  being  admitted, 
are  found  to  have  any  disorder  not  considered  proper,  are  to  be  discharged. 

No  charity  ])atient  is  to  be  continued  longer  than  two  months,  except  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  medical  officers  that  a  more  lengthened  period  will 
essentially  conduce  to  the  patient's  liealth  ;  exceptions  to  this  rule  are  those 
cases  of  lingering  disease,  where  death  is  inevitable.
